The. Fourth district Republican cir 


cuit court convention broke up las 
night amid the~ wildest confusion and 
excitement. The unexpected happened, 
and Judge Hiram L. Sibley, of Mari- 
etta, Washington country', was noini 
nated on the eightieth ballot. 
.The 


convention was stampeded in his favor, 
and the nomination was made unani- 
mous. Scioto made the nomination. 
Thompson's friends, as an excuse for 
their 
action, 
claim .that ^Athens 


was about to make the nomination 
of Clarfc possible on the next ballot. 
Something 
must 
be 
done 
anc 


accordingly 
Dever 
was sacrificed. 


The Tenth congressional district united; 
and just before the secretary announced 
the result of the eightieth ballot, the 
storm struck the convention. 
The 


Athenian was whipped, .Clark . men 
were sorely disappointed, and Thomp- 
son's influence predominated. 


When the delegates were observed 


going up to the evening session carry- 
ing their valises, it was taken as a' fa- 
vorable indication that some one was 
going to be nominated before very long. 
Sixty-one ballots were cast before the 
adjournemnt for supper. An hour's 
work after supper brought about the 
end. 


At the afternoon session the ballot- 


ing dragged along very tiresome. After 
the fifty-third ballot, Chas. Groce, of 
Piokaway,-made a motion to adjourn, 
the convention until seven o'clock in 
the morning. 
It did not meet with 


much favor, and he changed the time 
to seven o'clock in the evening. Chair- 
man Powell, through a misunderstand- 
ing, stated that the 'opera house had 
only been rented for day work. This 
ruffled Mr. Groce, and he withdrew'his 
motion with a 'threat to nominate at 
once and leave the town. This afforded 
an opportunity for a little demonstra- 
tion on the part of the delegates, who 
yelled for their candidates most lustily. 
The Clark men made the "most noise. 
After a few more ballots, Gen, Grosve- 
nor arose and asked if it was the in- 
tention of Portsmouth to force a nomi- 
nation by not allowing the house to be 
opened for a night session. He had a 
better opinion of Portsmouth than to 
think such a thing would be attempted. 
The chairamn explained his misunder- 
standing of the situation, and the opera 
house was declared open all night if 
necessary. 


At the fifty-sixth ballot, Gallia 


asked leave to retire ten minutes for 
consultation. It was granted, and 
when they came back and voted solidly 
again for Jones, some surprise was 
manifest. 
It was thought they were 


going to drop him. 


Brady Steece, of Lawrence, made a 


motion to drop the candidate receiving 
the lowest number of votes after every 
fifth ballot. 
The convention would 


not listen to this. 


On the sixty-first ballot, Mr. Massie, 


of Boss, moved an adjournment until 
seven o'clock. 
A division was called 


for. 
Brown, Hocking and Lawrence 


voted against adjournment. The mo- 
tion was carried. 


The first ballot of the evening session 


was almost the same thing over,; again. 


Gallia dropped Jones and began castr 


ing her seven votes—4 for Sibley and 
l}4 each for Dover and- Clark. 
Bright 


showed some strength/ and in the 
sixty-fourth ballot received 27 votes. 
They did not stick, and after the sixty- 
seventh he was dropped. 


In the sixty-ninth, Sibley received 44 


votes, but dropped to 20 on .,the next, 
when Dever went up to 37. 
Clark led 


on the seventy-first with 39, and there 
was a little demonstration on the part 
of Boss. Meigs came over to Dever in 
the seventy-eighth, making him 39. 
Adams also started for Dever in the 
seventy-ninth, and the vote was in- 
creased to 45. 


Then on the eightieth came the tus- 


sle. 
Thompson and Grosvenor were 


flitting about, all excitement. Athens 
cast her9 for Clark. 
Jackson, which 


had hitherto stood solid for Dever, gave 
Clark 4 and Sibley 3. Pickaway went 
solid for Clark. 
When the secretary 


called Scioto, Judge Thompson asked 
that she be passed. Everybody pricked 
their ears. A moment's delay followed 
and Scioto went for Jewett, her first 
break from Dever during the conven- 
tion. 
The secretary was just ready to 


announce the result of the eightieth 
ballot, which would have been as fol- 
lows: Dbver, 29; Clark, 33;-Jewett, 
9; London, G; Newby, 7; Sibley, 18. A 
delegate from Lawrence called a halt 
and stated that Lawrence would change 
her S votes from Dever to 1 for Clark 
and 7 for Sibley. 
Scioto also called a 


change in her vote—9 for Sibley. 
Jackson also transferred solidly for 
Sibley. 
Then came the stampsde for 


Sibley. 
There was wild disorder, and 


from a dozen places in the house dele- 
gates were clamoring to be recognized. 


Secretary Reynolds was the nearest 


to Chairman Powell, and grabbing him 
by the upraised arm, was first recog- 
nized. He moved the nomination of 
Judge Sibley be made unanimous. 
There was a dozen seconds, and the 
vote was a mighty howl. 


In three minutes the opera house 


was empty. Judge Sibley was not in 
"the house at the time of the nomina- 
tion. He and Judge Dever were stand-
